hw ifimmortals never die, Se more can Liberty. 
&, wi Truth, and Virtue, may awhile difappcar, 
mira time give place to Ce/ar. Vices have 
te Salons, have their Triumphs, have their mer* 
ty Guards; but Vices too have their Pumth- 
mx, their Ignominy, and their daftard Mercena- 
Mhuve fled before the rufty Sword of injured, an- 
Pind immortal Liberty. Ce/ar felt her con- 
tab; the laft Office of Humanity the denied 
Sted Carcafs of the Norman Tyrant; and Fobn, 
msto deftroy her, viekled to Power irrefiftible, 
f@med her Laws, and ratified her Charter. 
ithould feem ‘then (now as well as formerly) that 
Hrcerve, ftrengthen, & to cherifh Literty, is the 
Wy ke, as well astheonly true, Endof Government. 
jet this felf-evident Maxim has been wifély 
pordicted 4 late Years; unlefs indeed it be made 
ut, in this Age of Paradox, That a Standin, 
dre i the es Friend and bett Phyfician, wd 
ai of being the brutal Ravifher and fell De- 
» Of the delicate Goddefs of all our W ithes.— 
Tour Bnigmatifts make this plain to Underftand-

Rit to prove the Folly of Honefty and Truth, and 
oy Preference they think due to Fraud 
Bat whatever may be the Skill of thcfe Catuitts,

all modern Difcovery, leave Virtues 
kes where Philofophy firft ad then Divinity 
eet: They will be old fathioned enough

. farther ; they will be tracing the Progrefs 
ae and drawing certain, and therefore 
ie tons, proving (from the Experience 
® on and all Nations) that an undue Uje of 
Me ert ver broke down the Fences of Law, 
Kience, the glowing Pi@urefque of Arts, of 
ing Tan of Freedom ; and that hence the 
te Amparts, sl frightful Caracatures, ef 
Pain the Sight and wound the Ima- 
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gination, They will be afcertainirg that undue U/e, 
in the mercenary Land- Arms maintained by a mari- 
time State at a time of general Tranquillity. They 
will be calling Nomes; Like the famous penfionary 
Parliament of Charles VI. as it was nicknamed, 
they will declare (as the other voted) the Standing 
Army a Nujance. Thele fame pertinacious Inqui- 
fitors will be demanding, to what End was the Re- 
volution brought about? If to fave Religion only, 
the End has been anfwered ; but if as ie was pre- 
tended, the Prefervation of Lir.rty was a Motive 
at icaft equa!ly, if not more, inte efting, they ftand 
aniazed to find the effential Principle deviated from ; 
for they will perfift in thinking military Force utter- 
ly incompatible with eivil Freedom. Much more, 
ina word, than I think prudent to mention, do 
thele obftinate Difputants fay to this ugly Bufinefs. 

However | may venture to aiirm in general, 
That according to the Care and Refolution demon- 
ilrated by any Nation in the Prcfervation and De- 
fence of their civil Rights, againft military and arbi- 
trary Encroachmenits, in proportion is fuch a Nation 
revered or dreaded, negledéted or defpifed. if Cou- 
rage is the Buckler of a private Man, it is fo ina 
miuci more eminent degree of a Community. —— 
Laws protect Men from one another, but a Com- 
munity muft yield to, or vanquifh, the Invader, as 
it’s own peculiar Cousage is active or fupine, is ani- 
maced or difmayed. Courage, in fhort, is the ge- 
neral Criterion of Lftimation. A Man known to 
pofle's Courage wiil never be infilced, a Community 
dutingu.fsed by this Quality will neither find a fo- 
reign or domeitic Foe proi:.pt in Invafion. 

Ne one necd be told the Characteriftics of the 
Eaftern Monarchies: Indeedy without going fo far, 
we aay meet with Monarchies raifed and fupported 
by Pillars of military Operation, Unmanty Coward- 
ice, unblets’d Ignorance, ungracicus Force, and mimic 
Liberty, uphold, maintain, adorn and illumine the 
boafteu Andifie of Galle Glory. Spain, with all 
the Treafures of her Jrdies, is wretched, poor, and 
enflaved. Yet, it muft not be denied, that both 
France and Spain made violent Efforts to preferve 
their civil Immunities ; but, thro’ Inattention and 
Infatuation, the Machinations of Tyranny had got 
the Start of Lidverty, had under various Pretences 
kept up, increafed, doubled and trebled the Number 
of mercenary Forces, ’till in the End the Sword go- 
verned fole and abfolute: A pfeudo Liberty indeed 
(a Demonftration of the Neceffty of the true) is cb- 
liged to be adopted to amufe, to deceive, and con- 
ciliate AffeG@tions which Nature and Reafon never 
meant fhould be fo amufed, deceived, or conciliated. 
I am afraid to fay, this_haftens to be the Fate of 
Engiand ; but from no other Motive than that | am 
afraid to think it. 

England has been eminently fuccefsful in former 
Struggles for banifhing De/potif/m; but then fhe 
was likewile indefatigably fedulous in watching the 
Lears and Stratagems in which fhe might be entan- 
gled. She was never known before the Revolution, 
if we except the Ufurpation, to fuffer 20000 Land 
Forces, in a profound Peace, to fatten in Idjenefs, and 
prey upon her Vitals. 

Scotland too, once terrible in Arms, once difdain- 
ful of the Tyrant, bore up Independence to the very 
Teeth of Majefty: The Sound of the Curfew Bell 
in England was not more alarming, than the Rumor 
of a Standing Army was in Scotland. When the 
Mother of the famous Mary Queen of Scots, held 
the Sceptre of Scotland, and fhe was advifed by her 
French Counfellors to keep up a Staxding Army to 
make fome unpalatable Meafures go down with the 
Public, the People affembled, and drew up a very 
fpirited and manly Remonftrance againft fucha Pro- 
ceeding, This Remonftrance (as it is a Pattern of 
it's kind) I fhall copy, and, recommending it, as 





it really deferves, to particular Attention, I can- 





not better clofe my Subject than by it’s Introduction 
and Perufal.

tary, who are innured to War and come to dete 
their Families, their Lives, Eftates and all that’s 
valuable. There can be no Doubt of their Bravery 
nor Fidelity ; and you are fure to have them always 
prepared upon any Emergency for their own Safety, 
which can’t be the Cafe of hired mercenary Troops; 
for, as they have no Tie nor Obligation upon them 
but their Pay, they are always liable and in Danger 
of being corrupted by the Enemy’s fuperior Rewards: 
Theie, who have no Obligations but Money, are 
ready to ferve where beit paid. This is the kvil of 
all flanding Armies. They are the Burthen and 
Nnjance of the State, except when under the inoft 
accurate Reftri€tions and Regulations ; they are al- 
ways doubtful, and by no Means equal in Certainty 
or Integrity in their Operations to the National 
Militia, under the Command of their Heads and 
Matters, when called to fight in Defence of their 
Inheritance, Properties, Lives, Families, which 
are the chief Motives to excite Bravery, Refolution, 
and a defperate Refiftance of a foreign Enemy.
